TO RURAL P. O. PATRONS
The Postmaster General is very de

sirous ot cooperating with the Secre-
tary of Agriculture in the gathering
of statistics of livestock and crop pro
duction and has approved the sug-
gestion that some information be
gathered this spring through the
rural carriers.

It is desired to make an estimate
early in May of the number of brood
sows on farms and the probable hog
production this year, We are in-

formed by the Department of Agri-
culture that such a report can he
made if the rural carriers in each
State will gather sufficient returns
from individual farms to furnish a
good "sample" for each route, from
which ratios and totals can be com-

puted. Reports from twelve or fif-
teen farms along each route will be
enough for this purpose.

Will the farmers cooperate with
their Rural carrier and furnish the
information asked for. This report
is not for the snipers information
but for the U. S. Dept. of Agriculture
which is no part of a trust, as is
thought by many of the farmers in
this vicinity

Farms are Nation's
Biggest Wood Users

East Lansing, May 1. That far-

mers of the United States are not
only the nation's greatest woodland
owners but are also the biggest users
of fbrest products, is the statement
of Prof. A. K. Chittenden, head of the
forestry department at the Michigan
Agricultuial College.

"Furm woodlots cover 190,000,000
acres of land, or more than forty
per cent of the total fof est area of
the country", says Chittenden. "And
woodlots are located in general on

better forest producing soil than the
balance of forest land.

"At the same time, farmers are
the nation's greatest users of wood

products. Nearly fifty per cent of
all the country's annual product is
used, on the farms, or in building
boxes and crates for marketing farm
products.

"For these reasons the farmer
should be the man most interested
in forest conservation. Farm wood-lot- s,

properly handled can produce a
very; large amount of timber each

yeari They have not been worked
as intensively as they should be in

the past. The fact that they are
widely scattered and comparatively
small has retarded the development
of best methods of handling. In
the future, form woodlots must pro-
duce a large part of the timber used

locally, and they will play an increas

ing important part in the forest
production."
